(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 
R. CECIL LAVERY, K.C., with 
M whom was Mr. P, McGilligan (in- 
structed by Mr. Niall D. McLaugh- 


lin) applied for an order that the death of 
Mrs. Lavinia Brown Ball, St. Helen’s road, 


Booterstown, Co. Dublin, be presumed as of 


the date of February 17th, 1936, and for 
directions whether John Charles Preston 
Ball and Edward Francis Alan Ball are en- 
titled as from the 17th February, 1936, to 
the “ Mrs. Ball Trust Fund ” in equal shares, 
or whether, in the circumstances, Tike Char- 
les Preston Ball is wholly entitled to the 
Trust Fund. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of Archi- 
bald MacKenzie Weatherill, Isaac Fisher 
Williamson, and Henry John Yoakley, 
executors of the will dated March, 1922, of 
John Weatherill, late of D’Olier Chambers, 
D’Olier street, Dublin, father of Mrs. 
Lavinia Ball, who had directed that portion 
of his residuary estate should be held by 
his trustees upon trust to pay the income 
during her life to Mrs. Ball, and after her 
death to hold the funds upon trust for such 
of her children as she might appoint. The 
funds representing the trust estate now con- 
sisted of £4,187 34 per. cent. War Stock, 
£3,201 4 per cent. Funding Stock, and 
£4,547 24 per cent. Consolidated Stock. 

Mrs. Lavinia Ball; the affidavit continued, 
had two children, John Charles Preston 
Ball, Blantyre road, Liverpool, and Edward 
Francis Alan Ball. Mrs. Ball was last 
seen alive on February 17th, 1936, and her 
son, Edward Francis Aan Ball, having been 
put on trial on the charge of having mur- 
dered her, was, on May 23rd, 1936, found 


guilty, but insane, and was sentenced to be | 


detained at the pleasure of the Governor- 
General. He was now an inmate of the 
Criminal Lunatic Asylum, Dundrum, Co. 
Dublin, and his affairs had been placed 
under the care of the Court. Mrs. Ball had 
made a will and appointed executors, but 
made no appointment as regards the Trust 
Fund. Her executorg renounced probate, 
and letters of administration were granted 
to John Charles Preston Ball as administra- 
tor, 


“NO LEGAL PROOF” 


Mr, Lavery stated that the trustees of the 
trust fund had been advised that in the 
absence of a certificate of death or of the 
finding of an inquest there was no strict legal 
proof of Mrs. Ball’s death, and were advised 
that while the letters of administration issued 
by the Court were conclusive authority to the 
administrator to collect the estate which Mrs. 
Ball owned absolutely, this grant did not 
justify them in distributing the trust funds 
to which Mrs. Ball was entitled only to a life 
interest. 

In the event of an order presuming death 
being granted, Mr. Lavery continued, a 
further question arose whether John Charles 
Preston Ball and Edward Francis Alan Ball 
were entitled, as from February 17th, 1936, 
to the trust fund in equal moieties, or 
whether, in the circumstances of the finding 
of the jury and the sentence in regard to 
Edward Francis Alan Ball, his brother, John 
Charles Preston Ball, was solely entitled to 
the trust funds. 


UNOPPOSED 


Mr. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. Arthur 
Cox and Co.), who represented John Charles 
Preston Ball, said that he did not oppose the 
application, and had beén instructed to make 
no claim adverse to Edward Francis Alan 
Ball. The latter, he said, could not have 
benefited under the estate of his mother if he 
had been found guilty of her murder, but the 


verdict of ‘* guilty, but insane,”’ was in effect 


a verdict of not guilty. The fund, which was 
the subject of the present application, was 
not, however, the personal estate of Mrs. 


Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that he had 
no evidence before him on which he could 
make an order presuming the death of Mrs.

Ball as on any particular day. He would 
make an order declaring that the trustees be 
at liberty to deal with the fund as if Mrs.

SOLD TO MINISTER FOR 
£2,400

The adjourned application in the mortgage 
suit of Charles Ebrill, solicitor, Limerick, 
against Patrick Frost, farmer, of Lismaclean, 
Stonehall, County Clare, was disposed of. 

The application, which was on behalf of 
the defendant, was for approval by the 
Court of an agreement between the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce and him for the 
sale of 78 acres and 2 roods of the lands of 
Lismaclean, portion of the lands which were 
the subject matter of the suit, to the Minister 
for £2,400. The defendant also: asked for 
liberty to carry out the sale out of Court. 

It was stated that the Minister was acquir- 
ing the land for the purpose of a base in 
connection with the proposed trans-Atlantic 
air service. | 

Mr. Kevin Dixon (instructed by Mr. D. 
Moran) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Holmes (instructed by Mr. T. O'B. Kelly) 
for the defendant. 

The matter had been adjourned for con- 
sideration of the question of the best way 
to carry out the sale, and in the meanwhile 
Mr. Holmes and Mr. Dixon were to consult 
and bring their views before the Court. 

Mr. Holmes now stated that Mr. Dixon 
and he were agreed that the order of the 
Court should be an order giving the defend- 
ant liberty to accept the offer of the Minister 
to purchase the land at £2,400, and to carry 
out the sale on the condition that the pur- 
chase money was lodged in Court, or that 
he should give an undattalting that the pur- 
chase money should be lodged in Court. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy made an order in 
these terms. 


LIGHTING OF SCHOOLS 
AND FACTORIES 
———— 


Mr. J. Creegh, of the Lighting Service 
Bureau of the Electricity Supply Board, gave 
a lecture on “‘Light and Vision” before the 
Architectural Association of Ireland at 8 
Merrion square, Dublin, last night. 

The lecturer dealt principally with the 
adequate lighting of schools and factories. 
He said that the percentage of short-sighted 
children was increasing every day, largely, he 


| thought, as the result of bad lighting arrange- 


ments. By means, of electrical apparatus he 
showed the effect of glare on the human eye 
and illustrated by coloured panels the effect 
of colours and wall areas on the eye. He 
recommended light-coloured ceilings and walls 
in rooms where the occupaxts were obliged 
to work under artificial hight, and said that 
it was absolutely essential that pearl lamps 
or opaque shades should be used. 
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
